Washington, Dec. 2.—Congress is 


asked to appropriate just $1,108,681,- 
777 to operate the government of the 
United States during the fiscal year 
1915, according to the estimates, pre- 
pared by each department and sent to 
the house by W. G. McAdoo, secretary 
of the treasury. 
This Includes main- 


tenance of the battleships and forts of 
the army, the courts of justice and the 
projects to discover new ways in 
which to better health and improve 
living conditions. 


The estimates submitted are $22,864,- 


067 in access of the appropriations for 
the last fiscal year, but their total falls 
$39,265,060 below the estimates for 
that year.

Have 
Fled 
Through 
Some 
Port. 


Country In State of Tenie Excite- 
ment 
Over 
Rumor—Conititutional- 


isti Closing In on Capital. 


Mexico City, Dec. 2.—General Victo- 


rlauo Huerta, provisional president of 
Mexico, who has been defying Presi- 
dent Wilson and the whole United 
States for several months, has Bed 
from the capital, according to a report 
which came from a creditable source. 


The hour of Huerta's departure is 


given as 4 o'clock in the morning, and 
his destination Is said to be the port 
of Vera Cruz, from which many promi- 
nent Mexicans have sailed into exile. 
It was at Vera Cruz that General Por- 
flrio Diaz, former president of Mexico, 
shook the dust of this country from 
his feet when Francisco 1. Mndero 
drew near Mexico City with his vic- 
torious army. 


If the report of Huerta's flight is true 


it can mean nothing else than that he 
has decided to surrender to the United 
States and step down from the presi- 
dency of Mexico, the office which he 
seized shortly after the tragic death ol 
President Madero and Vice President 
Suarez. President Wilson has demand 
ed that Huerta quit the presidency and 
arrange that no one intimately asso- 
ciated with him be placed in the execu- 
tive chair. 


The whole capital was intensely ex- 


cited over the rumor of Huerta's secret 
leave taking, and every one wag await 
Ing confirmation of the report 
The 


general belief was that the dictator 
reached the decision to inrrender to 
the United State* gOTernmeit upon 
realizing that he was unable to 
the revolution. 


Hal* Report* to Wilson. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Information M 


to Just what manner of man Carranxa, 
the Mexican Constitutionalist leader, 
really is and just what his plans are 
should his revolution succeed were to 
be placed before President Wilson by 
Dr. William Bayard Hale. 


It developed that President Wilson 


sent Hale to northern Mexico to inves- 
tigate reports that Carranza was mere- 
ly a flgurehead In the revolutionary 
movement. 


Outside of the arrival of Dr. Hale 


there were no developments In the 
Mexican situation. The president told 
callers that the situation was working 
out exactly as he hoped. He believes 
that the elimination of Huerts is now 
a certainty.

Washington, Dec. 2.—Congress is 


asked to appropriate just $1,108,681,- 
777 to operate the government of the 
United States during the fiscal year 
1915, according to the estimates, pre- 
pared by each department and sent to 
the house by W. G. McAdoo, secretary 
of the treasury.

Several Other President* of Mexico 


Have 
Fled 
Through 
Some 
Port. 


Country In State of Tenie Excite- 
ment 
Over 
Rumor—Conititutional- 


isti Closing In on Capital. 


Mexico City, Dec. 2.—General Victo- 


rlauo Huerta, provisional president of 
Mexico, who has been defying Presi- 
dent Wilson and the whole United 
States for several months, has Bed 
from the capital, according to a report 
which came from a creditable source. 


The hour of Huerta's departure is 


given as 4 o'clock in the morning, and 
his destination Is said to be the port 
of Vera Cruz, from which many promi- 
nent Mexicans have sailed into exile. 
It was at Vera Cruz that General Por- 
flrio Diaz, former president of Mexico, 
shook the dust of this country from 
his feet when Francisco 1. Mndero 
drew near Mexico City with his vic- 
torious army. 


If the report of Huerta's flight is true 


it can mean nothing else than that he 
has decided to surrender to the United 
States and step down from the presi- 
dency of Mexico, the office which he 
seized shortly after the tragic death ol 
President Madero and Vice President 
Suarez. President Wilson has demand 
ed that Huerta quit the presidency and 
arrange that no one intimately asso- 
ciated with him be placed in the execu- 
tive chair. 


The whole capital was intensely ex- 


cited over the rumor of Huerta's secret 
leave taking, and every one wag await 
Ing confirmation of the report 
The 


general belief was that the dictator 
reached the decision to inrrender to 
the United State* gOTernmeit upon 
realizing that he was unable to 
the revolution. 


Hal* Report* to Wilson. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Information M 


to Just what manner of man Carranxa, 
the Mexican Constitutionalist leader, 
really is and just what his plans are 
should his revolution succeed were to 
be placed before President Wilson by 
Dr. William Bayard Hale. 


It developed that President Wilson 


sent Hale to northern Mexico to inves- 
tigate reports that Carranza was mere- 
ly a flgurehead In the revolutionary 
movement. 


Outside of the arrival of Dr. Hale 


there were no developments In the 
Mexican situation. The president told 
callers that the situation was working 
out exactly as he hoped. He believes 
that the elimination of Huerts is now 
a certainty. 


Admiral Fletcher sent a wireless mes- 


sage to the uavy department saying 
that he had received from General 
Aguilar, the rebel leader, renewed as- 
surances that the property of foreign 
ers in the Xuxpan oil region would be
